&e, The fact is that at prosent neither 
the graders nor the beekeepers know much 
about it, and the unfortunate part of the 
business j that honey that granulates only 
to a soft condition is turned down for ex- 
port, when it is probably as good an article 
as that which gets ns hard as a briek, 
Therefore, it is highly essential that the 
Department carry out the suggested experi- 
ments that we may know the cause, and, 
if possible, enable us to remedy the difi- 
culty, It is no use saying it is caused by 
a preponderance of unripe honey: a man 
does not get his honey turned down twice 
through any fault of his own, and we 
bave evidenee that after particular care 
had been taken tho same result eventu- 
ated—soft granulation and export refused.

gentlemen will admit that had it not been 
for the H.P.A. the New Zealand market 
would have been glutted, and prices down 
to zero; yet still they hold aloof, and ope- 
rate against the HLP.A. in supplying the 
local market at high prices which tho 
H.P.A. has enabled them to obtain. This 
ng the game." But it does 
not end here: they also export part of their 
crops to England, and bere again they nre 
fighting the co-operative principle, as the 
B. and D. have guaranteed a certain price 
fob. which, when the freight charges are 
added, comes to somewhere about £80 per 
ton. The Editor was shown letters from 
English importers, offering New Zealand 
honey to the Bristol and Dominions at 
prices considerably below that figure, which 
must mean that the exporters cannot realise 
as high a price as the IL,P.A. will pay for 
that season, And so the question comes: 
How can the B. and D. fix a high guaran- 
teod price f.o.b. when there is n danger of 
consigaments of New Zealand honey being 
oifered at considerably below by their com- 
petitors? No stable market ean be estab- 
lished under these conditions, and it would 
be well for those who as yet have not 
supported the co-operative system of mar- 
keting to just sit down and think on what 
they are doing, and weigh the matter care- 
fully in their own minds as to the danger 
they are creating, not only to their own 
loss, but to the loss of practically the whole 
of the commercial beekeepers of the Do- 
minion.

This action has naturally 
tended to male the market weaker than 
it otherwise should have been. The fotu: 
however, does not look rosy, as buyers are 
making still lower offers for future ship- 
ments,

ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS. 


1, The best site for an apiary is a gentle 
slope facing the sun, and the hives facing 
the same way. |f space is not limited, 
a distance of two or three feet between 
cach hive is advisable. 


2. Although bees have been known to tly 
very many miles in search of nectar, it i 
advisable, if starting commercial beckeep- 
ing, to find a location where the erop ean 
be gathered in the radius of 1% to 2 miles. 

3. By leaving plenty of sealed honey 
stores when closing down the hives for the 
winter, the bees will winter more success- 
fully, and brood-rearing in the spring will 
be carried on without interruption, even 
under spells of bad weather. 


4. The demand for honey in either form. 
Tho chief difüenlties in regard to honey 
raised in sections are their frail nature 
and the limited demand. As a rule, store- 
keepers will only take a certain number 
for immediate disposal, as section honey 
speedily deteriorates unless properly stored. 
Unless one is near a large city and can 
make arrangements for the disposal of the 
whole of his crop, the number of sections 
raised should bo limited. Extracted honey 
can be put up in properly sealed vessels anil 
Tailed any distance, kept for a eoi 
time without depreciation, and has an un 
limited demand. 


S (n.) Black bees—A very useful race; 
good workers, and cap the honey with bean- 
tiful whito cappings; not resistant to foul- 
brood or wax-moth, and inclined to robbing; 
rather restless when being handled. (b) 
Italian Bee.—Distinguished by baving three 
yollow bands across abdomen; vigorous 
Workers; partly resistant to foul-brood, 
and will not ‘tolerato waxmoth; queens 
easily found, being a light brown colour;

JOTTINGS. 


By J. S. COTTERELL. 


In response to the request of several who 
attended the Conference held in Wellington 
recently, [ venture to pen a few remarks 
with reference thereto. 

For the past three Conferences I have 
not been able to attend, and I was agree- 
ably surprised at this one to note the 
earnest interest displayed by those present, 
also the number of large producers of 
honey represented, as well ns those less 
advanced in our absorbing and interesting 
pursuit. T should liked to have heard 
n lurger diseussion on the main subjects 
brought forward, but time and the indis- 
position of many tbrongh colds were doub! 
ess a contributing factor in this conne 
tion, 

What were the outstanding features? To 
my way of thinking, the most prominent 

entred on the need of legislation to 
defino apiary boundaries, or in its amended 
form to restrict the registration of 
apiaries of migratory beekeepors moving 
bees from one location to another to the 
detriment of established apiaries. This is 
of vital interest to all of those now eu 
gaged im beekeeping for a livelihood, and 
to those who may follow in our steps. 

I regret to say there were some present 
who held the view that it was perfectly 
justifiable to ring-fonco anyone's apiary 
with n chain of apiaries in close proximit 
and that it was only another ease of ‘the 
survival of tho fittest'’—the best man and 
the longest purse would win ont. Person- 
Ally, I cannot subscribo to such a dogma. 

"The next outstanding feature was à pro 
posal frm Mr. J. Allan that honey 
liquid state of a specifie gravity of l 
(GO deg. F.) be received at one or more 
of tho HLP.A. packing depots, the 
belng transported in similar containers as 
mülk-enns, thus saving to the supplier the 
cost of tins and cases. Had this proposal 
come forward earlier in the form of a 
paper, we should have had time to digest 
it, but coming as it did in the dying hours 


of the Conference, little opportunity was 
afforded for discussion on this startling 
innovation. There is much to commend it 
if suppliers would be careful to keep up 
the standard of 1.42 s.g., which means ex- 
tracting practically nothing but capped 
honey, and the honey in the cans was not 
too long on the journey. 

But there is a probability of honey being 
received at the depot below the standard 
of sg. 142, in which case what is to be 
done with it? ‘The answer is, reduce the 
water content by boiling in a vacuum pan 
at a temperature of less than 100 deg. F., 
the cost of such process being a charge 

t the supplier. To what extent this 
ng would impair the boney in order 
to get it to the required standard was a 
question the Conference asked the Govern- 
ment to determine, 

‘Those who were present at the 1913 Con 
ference will remember that this subject 
cropped up, amd it was stated that it would 
he a rapid way of taking in our crop of 
honey, sealed or otherwise, and afterwards 
subjecting it to concentration in vacuum 
pans; but ut that time the proposal did not 
find favour, as the operations of the H.P.A. 
and packing depots were non-existent. 

An interesting paper on the value and 
utility of half-depth snpers wns read by 
Mr. Simpson, and several spoke in support 
of his contentions. There is one point 
that he did not, to my understanding, men- 
tion, and that is by the use of half-depth 
super combs with a top bar seven-eighths 
of an inch wide and unwired, it was pos 
sible, by close uncapping, to extract thiek 
hovey (warm), such as we are troubled 
ith in the north, without breakage of 
conibs, this class of honey being unextract- 
able in full-depth combs. Was there any- 
one to defend the use of full-depth supers? 
No, not one. Surely a victory for the half 
supers! In a mensuro it was disappointing 
that there was no champion for full-dopth 
supers, several experienced apiarists being 
present, and many, I feel sure, would have 
liked to hear both sides of the question 
thrashed ont. 

Mention should be made of an informal 
mecting on the evening of the first day, 
after a demonstration of a capping melter 
or comb reducer. At this meeting Mr. 
Clayton gave an interesting talk on honey 
pumps; Mr. Trvthall on N.Z. hives com 
pared with English ones; and Mr. Bray on 
the ase of ventilated beeeseapes for re 
moving supers of honey. All these ad 
dresses elicited various useful questions 
and replies, and a limited amount of dis- 
cussion thereon, 

Did it pay? Was it worth the trouble 
and expense in attending the Conference? 
Yes, most decidedly; for not only were 
we helping to protect our industry, but 
we wero at the same time absorbing infor. 
mation whicb, if rightly applied, would 
enable us to produce larger crops of honey, 
There was also the stimulus in meeting nnd 
talking to fellow-eraftsmen, the exchange 
of ideas giving an added incentive to 
greater effort on our part for the coming 
season,

I be- 
lieve they have their use for ladies and 
unfits, and in handling thick honey; but 
the possibly slightly inereased erop is not 
(to my mind) worth the tinkering in a 
large commercial apiary. Bees that need 
half-supers to coax them up are no use 
to me, and so I re-queen that sort, and 
go in for tho strain that fills the brood- 
nest and climbs into the super, which I 
e to sce with 6 or 7 frames of brood, 
and by extracting time the queen is 
erowded down with honey.

The Possibilities of 
Beekeeping in Westland.

Tn conclusion, let me say a few words 
on hive manipulation before I finish, as 
1 fear that this paper is alrendy too long. 
Every live needs individual treatment. 
Early in August each bonr of sunshine is 
occupied in examining the frames of the 
Drood-nest, and where colonies are light 
feeding commenced. Early in November, 
if not before, I artificially swarm ou ten 
frames, removing the old colony to a new 
stand. I find that the field bees roturning 
to the old stand soon have the colony with 
ten frames as strong as the old hive. At 
this timo many beokeepers: use the queen- 
exeluder, whieh I consider a great mistake, 
as T have found that if you can judge 
when the end of tho main honey flow 
is likely to occur, you must allow six 
weeks before this dale.

Sir—Honey when fermented is not all 
fermonted—half of it at least (more than 
half when honey is very green). What re- 
mains is perfectly liquid, and remains so 
for years, I wonder--now I wonder (with 
apology to Dr. Miller) if it is not merely | 
levulose, dextrose having fermented. It 
may possibly be good for people with sugar 
in the blood. 

I make foundation (good foundation, $ 
sheets to the pound). T eut up each sheet 
separately under a glass pattern. I then 
ave a lot of pieces left too short to be 
wide enough for the frames I put the 
pattern over them and eut. I find that 
better combs are built that way than out 
of tull foundations, because I fasten them 
with wax to the sides, and bees so build 
them ont. That makes à better comb, not 
solely dependent on wires, which nowadays 
are not made of such good material as for- 
merly, Moral: Ut might be well worth 
while to eut tho full sheets in two parts and 
fasten them to the sides. E wiro with the

making altogether more than 100 colon 
The distance from my apiary to bis was 
three-quarters of a mile. This, however, 
was not the worst feature of the cass, 
for the bees were, and still are, very badly 
infected with foul-brood.

AWAKERI HONEY INDUSTRY. 


The honey season just passed has been 
a very sucessful one for the A. L. Luke 
Company, of Awakeri. Mr. A, L, Luke 
says the erop amounted to 12% tous of 
honey and 4ewt, of wax, and their colo 
nies of bees have been increased from 180 
to 450, thus enabling the Company to estab: 
lish five extra out-apiaries. This was neces 
sary, Mr. Luke points ont, ns overstocking 
with bees on a bee-farm is worse than 
over-stocking with cows on a dairy farm. 
As a rule bees can work flowers profitably 
within a radius of three miles. To give 
n good radius round each apiary, the Com 
pany keeps the outapiaries a very con- 
siderable distanco apart—five miles if pos- 
sible, What number of colonies should 
form au outapiary is a question that enn 
only be decided after practical experience. 
"The worst drawback to the honey produc-

Y.N.C.A. on 20th May, under the chairman- 
ship of Mr, W. Watson (Geraldine), There 


was a good attendance. 
The Mayor (Dr. Thacker, M.P.). in for- 
mally opening the Conference, said that 
honey production was going to be one of 
the essential industries of the Dominion. 


He was told that Canterbury was produe- 
ing more h than any other part of the 
Dominion, the climate being favourable for 


honey production, He dealt briefly with 
the introdu of hees into the Dominion 
and with the growth of the honey industry. 
Referring to the Government instructors, he 
lerstood that, there was not suni- 
cient instractors, especially in view of tho 
pre of foubbrood. Ho undertook 
to place any representations on this sub- 
joet before tho Minister, My spoke of the 
health value of honoy ax a food, nnd said 
he put it on a par with fresh milk tor its 
hoalthfulnoss.

a number of discharged soldiers had been 
in Canterbury 


20 years in respect of a Southland bee- 
farmer showed that the return had never 
been less than £150. In that case, bee 
keeping was conducted in conjunction with 
a small dairy farm of 30 cows; and if in- 
stead of 150 or 200 colonies, the farmer 
had gone in for 500 to 600 rolonies, the 
return would have been considerably 
higher. He had no hesitation in recom- 
mending those taking up beekeeping— 
either discharged soldiers or others—to 
specialise. In South Canterbury beekeepers’ 
cheques bad been as high as £1000 & £1100, 
and he mentioned that in the North Island 
a company had been formed with a capital 

f £5,000 to secure locations for 2,000 colo- 
nies. He urged that the best locations in 
the South Island should not be similarly 
monopolised, 

During the discussion on the motion 
urging the Government to establish a State 
apinry in the Sonth Island, Miss M. Shep. 
perd suggested that twenty such apiaries 
should be established, and put under the 
charge of discharged’ soldiers, who could 
receive their training from the Governmeut 
instructors, A start could be made with 
20 or 30 colonies, which could be gradually 
inereased in number, so that the discharge! 
soldiers could earn a good salary bofore 
left to themselves. The spenker was of 
opinion that balf an acre was sufficient. 
for each apiary, and she said that she could 
vouch for the willingness of Canterbury 
bee-farmers to assist discharged soldiers 
who took up beekeeping,

1. Apiary Sites—It is already difficult in 
some settled districte to get suitable sites 
for apiaries, which difenlty will increase 
as the Dominion becomes closer settled, 
Tn view of tbis, the Government was ap- 
proached to set apart small areas of land 
for the purpose in all new blocks being 
sub-divided for settlement. This has been 
done in many cases, but such areas have 
bot been reserved for occupation by bee- 
Keopers only, beekeepers only being given 
the preference among the applicants, Also 
jn enses inspectors have not recommended 
that sites be set apart, because there 
no immediate prospect of tho locality being 
suitable for beekeeping. With regard to 
the last, there are few places in the Do- 
minion, oxeepting the extremo high 
country, that will not in time become suit 
able for beekeeping. The object in ask- 
ing that these apiary sites should be set 
apart was not so much to meet present 
requirements as the requirements of the 
future. Tt is suggested, therefore, that 
these small arens be set apart in almost 
all new settlements and reserved indefi- 
nitely as apiary sites. The reserves could 
be temporarily let until the locality offered 
sufficient inducement for apiarists to take 
them - up. 


Licensing of Beokeepers.—In tho inter 
ests of the industry, considerable restric 
tions have already been placed on the in 
dividual as to the manner in which he shall 
keep bees. Theso restrictions have done 
a lot towards placing the industry on a 
sonnd foting, A further restraint of in 
dividual mismanagement is called for in 
the matter of over-stoeking. This is bei 
complained of in some loe
